Caserne Location of the 287th Gkis Rifle Regt, 
AUHOF ( 4821N-1420E) 


This caserne was formerly a German Army caserne. 


the troops of Marshal PAULTJS, who was captured at 
STALINGRAD, were stationed there in 1939. The caserne en- 
compassed an area of about 400 x 350 m<,in flat, cleared 
terrain and was enclosed by a wooden fence, 2^ m»high, topped 
by three strands of barbed wire. On the south there was a 
forest, and hills up to 200 m 0 in height rose in the southeast. 
About 1000 EM and 165 officers were stationed there. 

All measurements given below were approximate. All build- 
"j ings were painted gray.
